Bat 
npoa the theory of Gresley & Co., it seems to 
na the reault ia notbing to ebeer the heart of a 
patriot. These Abolitic n’s's have persistently 
h‘1G that their oppeaents were rebels; that 
they were opposed to this Union and willing 
to let it slide. Their whole party ammunition 
has been drawn frem this magaxlne.

He begias 
byrtlicviag the Po]>e against Garibaldi; he 
resists the advance of Russia oa the Turkish 
Empire; he delivers Italy from Austria; he 
encourages the enfranchisement of Italy; be 
enters Mexica Kor is this all; he is building 
np French interests and clvlllsstlon evrry 
day; be has fleets at dapan; he cats tbs 
Snre canal, that the world baa been pottering 
at for two thonssnd years. All that he does 
Is completely done. It is not botch work. 
This very cnccess has rendered him daring and 
over-corfident in the Aiture. II? believes in 
his destiny. It saperinduces that rashneSS 
which has so often been the destruction cf 
coequarors before him. Hs has now under- 
l ken the desperate task of providing a gov- 
ernment for a people who are almost unani- 
mously opposed to accepting any such favor 
from him. They fbel that they have been d,- 
e -Ived and sold to their enemies by the so-^ 
called convention of notables, and tUe betray 
al baa aroused their indignation rather tbsn 
cowed their spirit. Then s’so they must feel 
that they have an ally In this country, which 
must eventually iirterfere, and which cannot 
interftere wit’jout driving France out of Mex- 
ico.

Whilst we are only 
safe, the enemy is entirely too safe ior our 
purpose. Thtee rejiorters should drop the 
word, for it gives aid and comfort to the ene- 
my, and is not at all palatable to loyal peoplr.

Americas, who .ore ignorant of European 
languages, travcDag oa the continent, often 
meet with annoyances; but they arc seldom 
more important than the mistake! of the 
traveler, who la Germany thought lh.at be- 
cause bread was broil, and butter hooter, 
chicken must be schu ken; or of the mishap 
related to me yctlerdaj by one of a party of 
American pedestrians arr.vrd fronf a J curacy 
among tbe dilap l.'aied t.llages along the 
Rhine : 

“I know not If true or false it be, 

I tell the tale as ’twas told to me.” 

“Often having a desire,*’ said my informant, 
“to eat meat — a pardonable emotion during a 
foot Journey — we were equally desirous, in 
GeriUatiy, in knowing beforehdnd what the 
landlord was to furnish ns in the shipe of 
flesh. Hiving at the cutset tasted some Ger- 
man bam that was far from pMilatabh:, we of 
course were determined thenceforward to 
reject everything lu lUs form of shiublaute of 
ham. 

“ ‘Haben ele beefs’eak?’ ” 

“ ‘Neh), tneln Herr,’ replies the land- 
lord. Not kcowing ‘mutton* in German, 
we employed the French word, anj asked 
turtheii 

“ ‘Haben sle moulou*' 

“Not UndersisLouing, be told ns, with an 
evident desire to be extremely ccactnrao- 
datisg, that he hid 'hanunehjl bush ' Ilivirg 
visions of our recent experience in the matter 
of barn , we rejected with «*i»iL>h«*U. ‘ftainmels 
fieisph,* and haVlng about ■ kuauslcd bis lard- 
er, as far as HriVA was concerned, we wert 
Obliged to m ise our bnaklkst ou eggs, which 
can a’ways be bad anywhere beiween Sib.;ria 
and I^ipt- If the iggs were not ns palatable 
as some good mutton chops or btc.siehk, we 
hod at least the satisfaeilop ol knowing that 
wc frustrated the 1 indiord s dr S'gn of Jfognlng 
ns with some of the miserable German bam. 
So matters went on for siv-ral day*, aud we 
wondering among ourselv.-s that ‘haiumels 
fleisch’ Was so fr'gh’fuHj’ pltniy, but^ hold- 
ing to our de:erminaiiou, we luvariably re- 
jected it when it wib propoicd to sit be- 
fore us the obncklous dish. We also won- 
dered why miitt:m WaS so frightfully scarce. 
Al last one of ottr puHy, wil^ if most isUdabic 
curiosity, made the matron of a German go'tt 
/taiM (or itn) undeisund th.it hew.'cttdoc- 
cular deiuonstistion of what “hamineb 11 • seb’’ 
was, aud he was accordingly usotred w,*;i due 
solemnity t» the kLtchcn« oVa- te Was h.'.h.bited 
to bilu the half of a cocked iiindqnamr ol an 
animal which carries a very short tsil. Ttu-, 
to all appearances, wis it c nflsmtd that ham, 
or “hamoitd^li i^cb,’’ as it was ealled, was, 
next to “saurVrjnt,'' the nhllObal liitli ofG.r- 
mmy, but with a pjrseveftncc worthy of a 
better cins-*, we continued to refuse the 
“hammtDfleisch,” and re-oived not to y clj 
to the unpilitable German ham except a; tne 
last ekireinity.^

path, at the very moment when, lor the twen- 
liath time, a hotel-keeper was e-Vtoll!pg tht 
good uuality cf some ‘hammelfd mecu whitih 
hApfuj o6cu Jireparlug for our br.akfast. We 
were bold enough in the face of all this to tx 
press again a preferenc.*, as on many pretlons 
occasiois, for mouton, or mutton , and while 
our fete Wi* Ih’ts triuilding in the balance, 
our good Samaritau, wi-.ii iU« pecspicnity of a 
j^reat and uuble mind, informed us in the uicst 
decided terms that ‘hammcltficisrn' w*? — in 
spite ol i‘8 similsii y ia sound to nani — noth- 
ing mole or less ihiu thit most desirable ar- 
ticle ol ftisrh known ia England as iniuton. 
Imagine our surprise aud ch igrin on discov- 
ering, by this ancouucement, that we had 
each mane of oursel/cs s vviy Tuatalus, and, 
aUho»*gh !n the conslaui vlciilty of finlitoftea 
mutton, none of it pissed ctir lips, all owing 
to our ivi;prant persistency in Supposing ihil. 
‘hammelEfleisch’ was the German sjuGuyai 
fur ham, instead of the cherished mnltou tor 
which we weary aud hor-gry pedestrians had 
eo long been famishintr.” 

The relator of this bfandering incident did 
not stale Vrhich of the pmy it was who sg 
gravdlei the mutton famine by siyiposing 
that the 8b'.rt Uil ot tbe L'.i’d-part txaibittd 
to him in :li3 inn k'li’hca w.is that of a pig 
instead of “ni'mnicbflcisrh." 



How to Make Good Butter. 

L practical dairyman gives the following di- 
rections for making good butter: 

1st. Cows of good milking an ditiee— ‘.hat t.~, 
such as give itood mlllt. 

Vl. fuod. Keep the pasture free from rank 
and strongly llrvortd weed?. Pestures should 
be of hilly or rolling lands, with gooi, clf^r, 
running water. Pungent roots and vtge'ab’es, 
such as turnips at d cabbages, are apt to injure 
the flavor of the bntter, and irjttfe its ketpiug 
qu iliti- 9. rnmii’kins and carrots are tUe bist 
Xegeiable fpod when the season of grass is 
ever, and give a fine color to the bd’ter. iiat 
ground I-red. such as the bran of wheat, rye, 
oats or bur a. wheat, is bePeved to be best ii 
thrivir g condition, without too much increas- 
ing ihcir lai and makes the best keeping and 
best flavored butter. 

3J. Keep the cows quid, Darticnlarly dur- 
ing wai hi weather. The milk gia-ra b,v cowS 
when In the perloiVer.I feVer, ov when heated 
from any etuee, will not make the be:-t fl ivor- 
ed or best keeping butter, and ehould be re- 
jected for such use. 

4'.h. Keep the atmosphere o'" the pit’k r >om 
perfectly fresh aid pure— free from ti-g ‘tables

As sooa rs the mi'k ciagclUes, or 
just before the change occurs, it is ready to be 
churned or skimmrd Some cf the best b«ner 
makers churothe milk with llletrearr' o;hers 
bkimrred. The cream m*? ba kept in the 
cr,2atu jar twelve or lweniy--four hours, ctca- 
S onaliy stirred, br.l never covered. Tin pans 
are commonly used for ftetting milk, but tin 
pails holilog t\i 'Ive quarts arc u?ed by very 
many good buiter-ma-icrs. Tfie Scotch tuuer- 
mikers prefer earthen as a general thing. 

5ih. The contents of the churn should be 
at a temperature ol 04 deg. Neither hot nor 
cold water Ebould be tu-ntd into the churn to 
regul lie the tempera. ure. Setting the cbnrn 
in not or cold water is a belter way. Hot 
water turned into the churn injures the color 
and grain of the butter, Sjft water lx indis- 
pensable for w.ishing butter to tbe best ad- 
vantage. ^ yen cannot o'htrvvise get soft 
water, com it with ice. The water from 
ice is always sort. 5Vh‘'u thus, washed 
it is re.dy for salting. \Vh<n the condi- 
tions arc light , t‘ae butt r will ‘‘come” In 
twenty or thirty minutes. When done, the 
bntter should be isk'-n from the churn and 
put in vessels partly tilled with water at 40 to 
4.5 degree?, and the f/uttermilu forced out 
with a small dash or ladle; then put in trays 
and wash until the wati-r c.sees to be the 
least dUcolored with buttermilk. 'The great 
point to be attained in washing or working 
butter, is to expel the tatteimiik without 
overworking the bnuer, which ?i oils the 
1 grain, and renders it sticky and greasy. Af- 
■ ter the butter brs etood in trays about 
twenty-four hours, and b«ja work.d lightly 
three or lour times, it is ready for packicg. 
Same good butter-makers do not work eo 
many laujis — aomegood butter-makers never 
wash tbeir butter rt all, only in Vary hot 
w ewther. A‘tcr the firkia or Ittb is filled, the 
butiar shonll be covered with a thin piece uf

luipcrtaiit Spsrch of Earl Russell on 
American Affairs. 

Ou the 26*.h of September Earl Russtll was 
eulcrtalncd at Blairgowrie,Scolland,by a num- 
ber of his frlecds, and made a speech of inter 
est and importance on the foreign relations o! 
Great BdUin, aid cfp2cially on her relations 
to the Ualted States. This speech is long, but 
its impirtance warrants us in giving its main 
portions. R-fetticg to Folaad, he raid “that 
neither tbe obligations, tbe honor, nor the in- 
terests of England require tkat we shcnld go 
to war for Poland,’* Of the Mexican question 
be sayE; 

If tbe people of Mexico approve the Inter- 
vention which has taken place, if they like to 
set up a monsrehy in Mexico, and if they all 
willii gty obey it; If they are enabled to estab 
llsh jicace and rider in Mexico— on tflese con- 
ditions, I eaV, with all my heart, let them have 
It, acd I wish them 8XCCTS9.

Well| gentleur^n, I come i:ow to another 
quesMop, a question Iniefestinsc to us all, a 
quistion on which I must b» g for yodf nitwa- 
iion, because t wish to explain some circum- 
ste.ceea in which the character of ibis country, 
f tbitik, lias oeea ?i''ligned. I am speaking 
ot what bns occnrrrd in what k few years ago 
were the United 8 ates of America. A few 
years ngo wo wire exulting in the prosperity 
of that eoRalLTi we were happy to see 
a people derived iroiB ibe fame ancer- 
tors ns ourselves eijoyirg free instlLiltlonsi 
erjoying ai>parcnt harmooy among one sn- 
oliiefi and with whom wo had, at frast just 
before tbe civil war broke ot»t. hardly a dif- 
ference — » difference only with regard to 
tbe small Island cslied 8*. Jnan.and which we 
had proposed to refer to the arbitration of ihe 
8\V’iss rtepuL’lc. Tb's was the ftnte of stfiirs 
whep that which wc ccnainly iiau uo pSrt In 
broke ou‘ — vhen, if 1 reracrabr r rightly, nine 
ofthc8ontbeni S ates of America dec'ared that 
they woMld loym aa Indcpeodent Republic. 
Our course on tne Subjefit Las bekn att-a<>1fed and 
blimi'd ill the bitterest terms— bis med sonic-^ 
times by the Federnls and sometimes by the 
Coufederites. 'fhe first off nse was felt by the 
Fedcrals. Tuey said wc had no ri^ht to grant, 
£6 iar ts we were coucirned, lo thb Oonfid- 
erates the rights of belUgereats. Well, now, 
gentlemen, t’.:at question of the rights of bcl- 
lig-rer.ts i« a question of f ct. 1 put it to you

we could pass over that as a petty rebellion?

[Cheers] It w;w impos- 
tibU to lord* on l6e nrrislpq of n community 
cf five inillioPB of people ai a mefe Instlr- 
rec ion [hear, hsar], or as not having the 
rights which at all times are given to those 
who, by their numbers ar.d importance, or by 
the extent of the territory they possess, are 
entitled to these rights. (Cheers] Well, It 
was Sild we buftbt wot u* ha4« doqe thlit 
because ihcj’ Aiere a community of slave- 
holders. Gentlemen, 1 trust that our 
abhorrence of slavery is not in the 
least abated or, dirairished. [Loud and pro- 
longed cheers 1 For my own part: t rpnftlder 
It one of the most horrible Crimes that yet 
(Us£rac"8 hnrna'dty. [Cheers.] But, th< n, 
when we are treating ol ‘he relations which 
web'ar to a commmity of men, I doubt 
whether it wQuld be h”p oe u?cffll for 

humahity tbiit wc should Introduce that new 
eieiaent r.f declaring that wo will hive no re- 
lations with a people who permit slavery to 
exisl aniong them: Wc have never adopted it 
Jet, t?e have not adopted It ia this taic c'f 
Spain or Br. z 1, and I do not believe that the 
cause of humaniry would be sorved by onr 
adoption of it. [Hear, hear.] W.ell, then, it 
was said that these Confederate Sta^s were 
rebclc--rcbe’i5 aj>d;t5t the UnI6n. rerhiips, 
gentlemen, lam not bo nice as I ought to be on 
the subject.

I am not tiyirg, now, Whether 
all there rebc lions wcrHastidable dr aVhether 
they were wrong— I am not saying whether 
the present rebellion in the 8oulhern States 
is a ju^iitiable insurrection, or is a great fault 
or a gre.t crime. But I say that the mere fai;t 
of rebellion is not, in my eyes, a crime of so 
deep a dys that Wa must rinouncj all feIlo‘T-‘- 
Ebip ana communion md ail relatioarhip 
With those ifho have been gndty Of reb 1- 
lioD. [Lotil cLhiriogj But, iertalnly; „lf 1 
IcOk to tne declarations of those New Eng- 
laod orators — and I have been reading lately, 
if not the whcl-*, yet a vei^ great part; 
of the very long speech of Mr. Sumner on the 
subject, delivered at Nqw tork— I own,.f 
CacuDt but wonder to see tuese men, the oil» 
spring, as it were, of three rebellions, as we 
are tbe off»priog of two rebellions, really 
y)eaking like the Czar of Russia, the Sultan of 
Turkey, or Louis XIV. himself, of the dread- 
ful crime and guilt of rebellion. [Loud 
laughter and cheers] Well, gentlemen, 
there came another complaint, and the «om- 
plainl came this time iroiu those ed called 
Confederate States, who said that we had, 
conirury to the Declaration of Paris, con- 
trary to tbe general, international law, per- 
mliied a blockade of 3,OO0 m leaot the South- 
ern coast of America. It is quite true wo 
did 80. It is quite true — and there, perhaps, 
there seemed at least a flausiblt reason 
for complulot — that though this blockade 
was kept up by a suilicient unmber ot ships, 
yet these ships— many of them adopted 
Into the United States navy and sent to sea in 
a burry, and ill^-fitted lor tbe purpose — did 
not keci) up that blockade ?o etfcciively and 
so thoroughly ae It inur-t have been field an 
fffeciive blockade required. But still, lock- 
ing at the law of nations, it was a blockade; 
li was a blockade which we, as a great be lig- 
crent Power, in former times should have ac- 
knowledged. We ourselves ba i had a block- 
ade ot upwards of two thousand miles; and it 
did soein to me that we were bound, in justice 
to the Federal Siiates of America, to ackaowl- 
ttige the blockade. But there was another 
reason, I confess, that weighed with 
me— our people were suffering, and suf- 
Icricg very greatly, for the want of the nu- 
t:rial which was the great support of their 
industry. It was a question of self Interest 
whether we should not break that bbickade; 
but, in my opinion, the name ot England 
would have been forever infamous, if for the 
sake of inU rests of any kind we bad violated 
tbe geteral liws of nations and made wah 
with those slaveholding States of America 
against the Federal Siaica. [Hear, hear.] 
Anc.gttcllemen, 1 am not speaking the senii- 
inenis which are pecqliar to myself, or to 
those who have fio im-aedlatb Int rest itt tbe 
question, but these are, 1 am convinced, the 



own law, taking part In the war, aud it Is an

these questions lead, as yon will see, to most 
dllfi'mlt problems — as to wbe'.her, for instance, 
a thonssnd persons here may go out as laborers

There are o' her ques- 
tions with regard to ships that have lately 
been prepared iq this coantry, becanse these 
ships are not like ships which receive tbe 
nsml ^itipment known in wars in times 
past, but they are themselves withont any 
lurther armament, formed for acts of off.-nse 
and war. They are steam rams, which m'ght 
be csed for the purposes ol war withont ever 
touching the ihorcs of the Coufederate ports. 
Well, gentlemer, to permit ehipa of ibis kind 
knowingly to depart from this country, net 
to enter into any Confederate port, not to 
enter into the port of a belllg-rent, would, as 
you see, expose onr gcod faith to great snspi- 
elnn; aid I feel certain that if, during our war 
with France, the Americans had sent line ol- 
billle ships to break car blockade at Brest, 
whatever reasons they might hare urged in 
support of that we abonl.l have considered ft 
a violailou of neutrality. Such Is the spirit ia 
which I am prepared to act. Everything that 
the law cf ralions rtquirf s, everything that 
our law. th::t the Foreign Eulistraent act re- 
quires, I am prepared lo do, and even. If H 
should be proved to be ncceaaarj for the 
preset ration of onr ncntrality that the sanc- 
tion oi Pari lament should be asked to fnrtber 
measure?; in short, to sum np. Her Majesty’s 
Government are prepared to do everything 
that the dutv of neutrality reqaires — avery- 
tbirg that is just to a friendly nation, taking 
as H principle that we should do to others as 
ne e^uld wish to be done to ourselves. 

I Louu cheers.) But this we will not do — we 
will not adopt any measure tbit we think to 
bs wrong. We wi'l not yield a jot of British 
law or British right in consequeneg of the 
menaew of any foreign power. [Loud and

White oak, or ih<: heart of white ash 
tirkine, holding about a hundred pounds, are 
most largely used, and decidedly ueat wnere 
the butter is to’b2 kept a long lime. Other 
kinds of wood impart injurious flavors lo the 
butt'.r.
